Later accounts of the famine in India 
present a most horrible picture of suffering 
among the natives. In Southern India, the 
district most affected by the famine, there 
are some 24,000,000 people, of whom, aceord-

instances of sufferimg in the streets of Madras 
are recounted, where infants are abandoned 
by their mothers, and left to perish by the 
roadside. The most horrible phase of the 
visitation yet made known is given in a re- 
port from the province of Mysore, where 
two cases of cannibalism are said to have oc- 
curred. A member of the Relief Committee 
in that quarter fears that this practice must, 
under the circumstances, become wédespread.

Eventually, so far as the small deposits are 
concerned, the Post-Office Savings Banks 
will supercede. the others. In this 
country the large rate of interest 
hitherto paid by the savings banks has 
been a means of fraud, banks 
which lack substance and responsibility suc- 
cessfully attracting customers by offering 
higher rates of interest than substantial 
banks could afford to pay. The State 
Savings of this city paid 6 per cent after it 
was well known that such interest could not 
be afforded except at a loss.. Our people 
who make use of savings banks have been 
accustomed to such high rates of interest 
that they. may at first refuse, as they did in 
England, to accept the lower rate, even with 
absolute security. This, however, will be 
an objection which time and experience—and 
the experience promises to be an expensive 
one—will in time overcome.

The recent failures of savings banks at 
St. Louis, and a series of failures of savings 
banks in New York and Brooklyn, and in va- 
rious parts of New England, show that the 
whole system on which savings banks exist 
in this country affords no protection or se- 
curity to depositors, who are periodically and 


grievance that, in all cases of the failure of sav- 
ings banks, the loss falls upon the worthy, in- 
dustrious, economical poor,—the most deserv- 
ing of all classes; the class who have 
learned and practice the most difficult of all 
lessons, that of self-denial,—severe saving 
out of scant earnings obtained by hard work. 
Savings banks in the United States are 
generally organized without any substantial 
responsibility. Depositors as a rule have no 
protection save such as is afforded by the 
honesty and ability of the managers. If the 
affairs of the bank are badly managed, if they 
are dishonestly managed, if they are illegally 
managed, the depositors, as a general result, 
have no redress, and must submit to the sore 
loss, whatever it may be. Considering the

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HOW TO WIND UP THE STATE SAVINGS 
INSTITUTION. 

The collapse of the State Savings Institu- 
tion is in the nature of a public calamity, 
and it should be so regarded, especially in the 
matter of investigating its management and 
converting its assets. It is this fact that 
leads to the suggestion that the settlement 
of its affairs shall not be intrusted to any one 
person, but to a committee of gentlemen 
who will accept the responsibility as a sort 
of. pubite trust. Men should be selected 
whose names and characters will be a guar- 
anty of good faith, business energy, and un- 
relenting disposition to expose fraud and 
pursue criminals if any are found. As indi- 
cating the class of men from whom such a 
committee should be selected, we may men- 
tion among the bankers Gronan L. Orm, of 
the Commercial National; Sox Smrrn, of 
the Merchants’ Loan & Trust Company; 
Joun DeKoven, of the Merchants’ National : 
and J. Invine PAAR, of the Third National; 
and among gentlemen not in the banking 
business, Jon H. Dunnam and Jon Went- 
worts. Three such men, called upon in the 
present emergency, would give their time 
and ability to the settlement of the bank’s 
affairs in the same spirit that would actuate 
them if some great public trust were im- 
posed upon them. 

There afe two things to be done, and both 
motives.

Whatever they are going to receive, 
they should receive promptly and at as 
small an expense as possible. 8 
The other thing to be done is to make a 
shrewd and thorough inquiry into the 
management of the bank. There is a strong 
suspicion that there has been dishonesty ; 
but, even if there has been nothing more 
than recklessness or carelessness, the responsi- 
bility should be fixed just where it belongs. 
If there has been conduct on the part 
of Spencer or any of his subordinates 
that makes them amenable to criminal pros- 
ecution, it needs to be discovered, and the 
prosecution ghould be active and relentless. 
The statute makes bank-embezzlement lar- 


perjury. If there has been any conduct which 
comes under the statute, the indignation of 
the swindled depositors and consideration 
for the public good alike demand prompt, 
and energetic, and relentless prosecution. If 
Spencer has in any manner tsed the money 
of the depositors to acquire the $272,300 of 
stock which stands in his name, or if the 
money of depositors has been used to buy in 
the $200,000 of stock heid by the bank itself, 
and for the purpose of releasing the former 
owners ot their individual liability, such 
action will probably be held o be embezzle- 
ment, and the person or persons guilty of it 
be sent to the Penitentiary fer larceny. 

To give perfect assurance that these two 
things will be done as thoroughly as they 
noed to be done, a Committee of Trustees 
should be selected, with an eminent legal 
adviser, oll of whom shall feel themselves 
under a peculiar responsibility to the depos- 
itors and the public to wind up the affairs of 
the bank at the earliest possible moment, to 
distribute the money among the creditors as 
rapidly as may be, and to bring any scoun- 
drels to justice whose foot-tracks may be 
found among the ruins. 


* Notwithstanding the public shock occa- 
sioned by the failure of the State Savings 
Institution, it was as widely apprehended in 
financial and commercial circles as the failure 
of the Cook County National Bank, with 
which its President had previously been as- 
sociated. It was only the masses—the me- 
chanics, artisans, small trades-people, clerks, 
and women—who were ignorant of the dan- 
ger; they were deceived by the historical 
prestige of the concern, its imposing build- 
ing, and the reputation it had earned under 
former management. As a matter of fact, 
however, there has been a waning of confi- 
dence in the solidity of the institution and 
the integrity of its management ever since 
D. D. Spzncern was elected President and 
succeeded to the control. There was from 
the first an impression in banking and busi- 
ness circles that its management would be 
of the same character as that of the Cook 
County National, and it is useless to disguise 
the strong probability that investigation will 
show that this old and substantial concern 
has been practically disemboweled. 


The sadd--+ *cature of this revelation is 
that the loss falls upon a class Of men and 


women who are least able to sustain it. This 
is true at all times when a savings bank fails, 
but it is especially true at this time and ip 
the case of the State Savings Institution. 
The confidence Which its name had inspired 
among the savings-deposit classes induced its 
patrons to trust it implicitly with all their 
surplus earnings, and they are now deprived 
of them when they were looking to their 
savings to live on after a long era of con- 
strained idleness or reduced pay. The win- 
ter stares many of these people in the face, 
and now finds them penniless and robbed 
even of the accumulation of their industry, 
thrift, and self-sacrifice. It is events like 
this that swell the ranks of the Communists. 
What avail, say the workingmen, that we 
should deng ourselves, work hard and late, 
stint our familiesy in order to lay up savings 
to be swept away by the men to whom we 
intrust them for safe-keeping? Such a fail- 
ure is a positive encouragement for improvi- 
dence. It furnishes a standing excuse for 
those who desire to spend their money as 
they go, and seems to teach those who live 
from hand to mouth that they are better 
off than those who accumulate substance to 
be. wasted or stolen by others. Of course, 
there is an answer to all this, but there is 
no use in making it now; the fact makes a 
stronger impression than any theory can. 

If the assets of the State Savings Institu- 
tion turn out to be comparatively worthless, 
—dead cats and dogs, like those of the 
SpenceR-ALLEN concern known as the Cook 
County Bank,—there will be prima facie evi- 
dence of greater criminality on the part of 
the President and chief managers than there 
was in the other case. Itis bad enough to 
. the deposits of a National Bank for per- 

nal schemes or to enable friends to specu- 
late, without proper security; but it is in- 
finitely worse to employ savings-deposits in the 
same fashion. The savings-deposit is more 
of a trust than the ordinary commer- 
cial deposit, which is mainly em- 
ployed for business convenience to draw 
against or to form the basis of borrowing. 
It is universally admitted that the manage- 
ment of the savings bank should be more 
conservative and prudent than that of a 
commercial bank. There is an implied 
pledge on the part of its ‘managers that it 
shall be. It has advantages for obtaining 
securities which are denied the commercial 
banks, since it may loan its funds on longer 
time and real-estate securities. If, then, it 
turns out that a large part of the assets of 
the State Savings Institution consists of 
collateral securities in wild-cat schemes, such 
as Donnms' railroad and Bowen's folly, then 
there has been a diversion of the funds 
which may not technically come under the 
criminal code, but which damns those who 
are responsible for it in the eyes of honest 
men.

general confidence. Bo it has been 
weakened because ethis confidence has 
been abused. The withdrawal of near- 
ly $1,000,000 of deposits within the 
last three months shows that the street talk 
and suspicions of the knowing ones had 
spread. To meet this extraordinary draft, 
the bank has been drained of all its cash and 
exchange, of its United States, South Park, 
county, and school bonds, and probably of 
the most of its collaterals that could be made 
immediately available; if it were not so, it 
would have been able to realize enough on 
its securities to tide over a ran which has 
not been greater than may be expected at 
any time by savings banks. If the stock of 
the bank were distributed among responsi- 


dle men as it was formerly, the depositors 


might hope for something from the law 
which makes every stockholder liable beyond 
his stock for an amount. equal to the par 
value thereof.

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THE WAR CRISIS. 

The crisis of the Turko-Russian war, for 
the present season campaign at least, hangs 
upon the fate of Schipka Pass. It is now 
evident that, after the battle of Plevna, 
Osman Pasha alone, notwithstanding the 
severe blow he dealt the Russians, was not 
able to follow up the advantage by striking 
another immediate blow, neither was Mx- 
nemet Alx able to form a junction with him 
and hurl their combined forces upon the 
shattered columns or suddenly turn to the 
South and crush Gen. Gourka’s corps be- 
tween their armies and Suieman Pasha's 
army, which had occupied Eski Saghra and 
Kesanlik.

Instead of attacking and forcing 
a battle, in which Menemet Au might not 
be able to take immediate part, owing to 
the conformations of the country through 
which he would have to travel, they changed 
their plan of operations radically, and 
Sora Pasha was ordered to force the 
Schipka Pass and then complete the Turkish 
line, either by massing his forces at Gabfova, 
where he would be ready to take part in any 


combined movement, or strengthen the other 
two armice vy - ut bio tut +~- Qoman 


Pasha and his right to Menemer Aur. Upon 
the forcing of this pass hangs the issue of 
the campaign. It is evident that it is a more 
desperate task than the Tusks imagined. It 
is equally evident that it must require most 
desperate fighting and involve despsrate 
losses to accomplish it, but the very fact that 
the Turkish officers have already sacrificed 
10,000 of their best troops on those bleak 
mountain-sides shows how important they 
deem it, while the reckless way in which the 
Russians are hurrying reinforcements front 
an army hemmed in between two other 
armies shows that they too look upon it as 
the turning point of the campaign. How- 
ever the issue may be, it must precipitate a 
general battle in Bulgaria. If Suna 
Pasha succeeds in forcing the pass and forms 
a front at Gabrova, co-operating with the 
other two armies, or makes a junction with 
either, the three armies are virtually one and 
can close in upon the Russians with crush- 
ing force upon both flanks ahd in front, 
with the not improbable result of driving 
them over the Danube. On the other hand, 
however, should Summa Pasha fail in 
forcing the pass and be kept at bay by a 
small force, one Turkish army, made up of 
the best troops in the service, would be com- 
pelled to lie south of the Balkans crippled 
and useless. The Russians then would be 
unskilled indeed if they did not strike a 
powerful blow from their strong position 
between the other tWo armies, holding off 
one by concentrating a force at Tirnova 
while they attacked the other with superior 
numbers at Plevna. 

A few days must decide the issue. How 
it will eventuate is not easy to calculate, as 
new elements are constantly entering into 
the calculation not previously known. It is 
evident, however, that the Russian forces 
destined to take part in this great conflict 
are now substantially massed in Bulgaria. 
Servia is preparing to throw herself into the 
struggle, but she isso worn out with the losses 
of last year’s campaign that she cannot at 
the maximum furnish over 25,000 and prob- 
ably not over 15,000 men, and these, even if 
they should immediately take the field, would 
not actively assist Russia, but occupy po- 
sition along the Timok on the Servian fron- 
tier to resist any attack from the Turks 
which a declaration of independence might 
provoke. Bosnia can do nothing, her 
insurgents having but recently been 
defeated and driven over the frontier 
into Austria for the second time within a 
few months.

Lonponx, Aug. 29.—Advieces from Russian 
beadouarters at Goruy-Studen, Aug. . say 
that all is quiet this morning.

the integrity of same of the Saints arose in the 
minds ot their neighbors, and on March 22, 1832, 
Smith and a Saint named Rigdou were tarred 
and feathered. 

It was at about this time that Brigham Young 
made bis appearance among the Saints at Kirt- 
land. At the period of his accession the gov - 
ernment of the Church consisted of a Presi- 
dency, of which Smith, Rigdon, and Frederick 
G. Williams were the incumbents. His talents 
and shrewdness speedily made him prominent, 
and in Febraary, 1835, a fusther step in the or- 


ganization of the hierarchy wag made, by the in- 


stitution of the quorum of the twelve Apostles, 
and he was ordained one of the twelve, and sent 
forth with the other Apostles. 
PREACH THE NEW DOCTRINES. 

His fiela of labor was the Eastern States, and 
he was signally successful in making converts. 
In 1836 a large and costly temple, winch had 
been for three years in process of building, was 
consecrated at Kirtland, and in 1837 Orson 
Hyde and Heber C. Kimball were sent as mis- 
sionaries to England. In 1838, the bank at 
Kirtiand baving failed, Smith and Rigdon fied 
to Missouri in the night, hotly pursued by their 
creditors. 1 

The prophete were soon surrounded by the 
faithful in Missouri, and the colony throve for 
a while notwithstanding the enmity of the 
Missourians. This broke out at last in a fierce 
contest, and most of the Saints, to the number 
of 15,000, took refuge in Illinois. The Townof 
Nauvoo was started, under a charter from the 
Legislature of Illinois. As early as 1838, it is 
said, Smith began practically to carry out his 
revelation Of celestial marriage, and plurality of 
wives, but it was not until 1533 that polygamy 
was publicly authorized. When the “ revelation’” 
became public, a great deal of indignation was 
feltevenin Nauvoo and serious disturbances 
took place, the result of which wasthat Smith 
and his brother Hyrum were thrown into prison 
at Carthage, III., where they were murdered by 
a mob June 27, 1844. 

SMITH'S DEATH 

caused great agitation and confusion among his 
followers. Sidney Higdon and others uspired to 
succeed him, but the Council of the twelve 
apostles unanimously elected Brigham Young, 
and from that day to the day of his death the 
history of Brigham Young and Mormonism are 


one. 

In 1845 the slature of Ilitmois revoked 
the charter of Nauvoo, and the saints deter- 
mined to emigrate beyond the, Rocky Mount- 
ains. Young sent out explorers, who returned 
with favorable reports of the great Salt Lake 
Valley. In Rebruary, 1846, the first emigrants 
crossed the ice-bound Mississippi, stopped a 
year or twoin Iowa, and then — under the 
strictest discipline across the great wiiderness. 
Brigham Young arrived in the valley July 
, 1847, and the main body of 
the Mormons in the fall of 1848. 
Salt Lake City was soon founded. an emigration 
fund established, and settlers poured in from all 
over the world. In 1850 the Government of the 
United States admitted the new ttrritory under 


the name of Utah, and commissioned ham 
Young as Governor and Indian nt. District 
Judges were also appointed by Federal au- 
thority, but these were re with great 


dislike bv the President of the Church, and the 
Saints generally, and were finally driven out of 
the couutry in 1851. 

Brigham;Y oung;was now suspended from his 
office of Govern®r and Col. 13 2 
in his stead. He arrived in Utah in but 


WITHDRAW FROM THE COUNTRY. 

The Mormon President said bojdiy at this time:

THE ART GALLERIES. 
, THE GENERAL EFFECT. 

Before going into any elaborate notice of the 
pictures which grace the walle of the galleries, it 
may be well to ask the question: Docs this exhi- 
bition display @y advance in art-culture? The 
collection of two years ago was mainly contributed 
by American artists, and embraced landscape, 
genre, historical, and portraitare. The works of 
the various artists were grouped together, so that 
the spectator could have a full opportunity of crit- 
ically examining the manner of the Umner, and 


comparing the effect of one group with another, 
thus in the aggregate contrasting the various 
schools and modes of treatment. Many of the 
pictures in that collection were the property of art- 
collectors in our large cities; others were 
commissions not sent home, aud others were 
for sale. Asan exhibition of American art, —rath- 
er, to speak more properly, of American artists, -— 
it was a genuine success. 

The exhibition of last year was what is termed a 
Jan collection.“ Private galleries in this ety 
Milwaukee, New York, and elsewhere were pl 
under contribution, and the result wae the bein - 
ing ther of a large number of the works of the 
most distinguished artists in this country and Eu- 
rope—the foreign works largely predominating. 
None of these pictures were for sale. Many of 
them had a historical, vaiue in addition to intrinsic 
worth, and for that reason attracted greater atten- 
tion than was paid to the more modern productions. 
As an educator, last year’s exposition was of more 
value than e one preceding, and i the 
same remerk can be made in comparing it 
with the collection now under review. It possess- 
ae pose examples of the various European schools, 
and what had been achieved by American students 
in those art centres. 

The collection of thie year possesses many of 
the best features of the two previous exhibitions, 
and in one department—water colors—makes an 
advance that is remarkable. In this particuiar the 
display of 1877 ie without a parallel.

the volume. In this war Turkey took the in- 
itiative.and won the day. The part referring to 
the action taken by the Czarina Catherine at the 
juncture when the fate of Russia trembled in 
the balance must give an exalted idea of the 
great force of character and presence of mind 
of that remarkable woman, besides affording a 
thrilling historical episode. It was after the 
battle of Pultowa, where Charles XII. of Swed- 
en was defeated by Peter the Great and the for- 
mer retreated into Turkey. The narrative of 
the historian continues as follows: 
CHARLES XII. AND THE SULTAN. 

“Charles, in the meantime, had been well 
recetyea in Turkey, which gave him hopes of 
being’ assisted with a powerful army to make 
fresh head against his rival in glory; and he*was 
the more assured of thfs since the Grand Vizier 
had told the Swedish General, Coust Poma- 
towski, that he would take the King of Sweden 
in one hand and his sword in the other and lead 
him to Moscow at the bead of 200,000 men.

with this Christ says, The Sabbath was made 
for man,“ — Mark, II., 27. Again, the only Sab- 
bath law found in the Bible is that contained in 
the Decalogue which enjoins the observance of 
the seventh day. It is impossible to so-construe 
the Fourth Command as to make it require the 
keeping of the first day. Therefore, there can 
be no e authority for the observance of 
the first day of the week, commonly called Sun- 


day.

WAR DECLARED. 

“But this letter made no alteration in the 
resolutions taken at the Porte, which soon af- 
ter, by the influence of the new Grand Vizier 
and the Cham of Tartary, declared war with 
his Czarish Majesty. In the month of March, 
1711, the Grand Vizier, having made the néces- 
sary dispositions for the campaign, went out of 
Constantinople to put bimself at the head of 
tue Ottoman army, which vas assembled at 
Adrianople, from whence he caused them to de- 
camp and take the route of the Danube. The 
Czar’s Minister being imprisoned and his cour- 
ters stopped on the frontiers of turkey he could 
not be informed of what was done at Constanti- 
nople, but learned so much by other hands as 
to be able to give orders to be in the field before 
the Turks.

— THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 

„The Gemerais Repuin, Allard, and Galliczin 
conducted in three columns across Poiand the 
best part of the Russian troops that were in 
Samogitia and Lithuania. which were soon 
increa to 100,000 men. The Veit Mare- 
schal, Czeremetoff, who was already on the 
frontiers at the head of his army, received 30,000 
men of the new levies; the Prince Roman; 
owdowski bad osders to advance with the militia 
against the Tartars, and besides these his Maj- 
esty had made atreaty with Apaka Laquin, 
Prince of the Calmuc Tartars, who sent him 25,- 
000 men, for which the Czar paid him 100,000 
ducats in specie. Thus, without reckoning the 
troops that remained under the command of 
Prince Menzikoff or the Cossacks, his Czarish 
Majestv had got together an army of 150,000 
men, all regular troops. to go against the Turks. 
And Apaka Laquin taking bold of this favorable 
opportunity to fal) upon the.Precopian Tartars, 
his enemies, brought 50,000 Calmuc Tartars 
into the ficld and employed 22,000 
against the Dorzowski and Norowski Tartars, 
who are on the borders and occupy the ramparts 
of the Crimea. 

AN IMPERIAL MANIFESTO. 

„His Czarish Majesty now published a long 
manifesto, setting forth the reason of his enter- 
ing iutoa wur with that perfidious breaker of 
peace, as he called him,’ Achmet, Sultan of the 
Turks, but before this declaration was made 
public the Tartars had begun hostilities, and 
the Cham’s son and the King of Sweden both 
published long manifestos. The Cham was 
at the head of 150,000 men, his son commanded 
50,000, and the Palatine Potocky followed them 
at the head of 10,000 more, got together from 
all nations. The Tartars, who were neighbors 
to the Dowski Cossacks, and had engaged them 
to revolt, began their hostilities on the side of 
Azoph, but their campaign lasted not loag, for, 
having advanced as far as lzium and pillaged 
the country about it, and defeated 4,000 or 5,000 
Russians, they marched off withthe booty. His 
Czarisn Majesty, hearing ofthe great equip- 
ment of the Turks upon the Black Sea, made ex- 
pony atin ey | preparations on that side, fitting 
out twenty ships of tne line of battle and other 
vessels to a great number, in which 23,000 men 
were embarked ; but the waters of the were 
so Jow that the large vessels became useless, 
and, the success of the campaign ng as 
little occasion for the Turkish fleet, there was 
nothing done on this side. 

BRITISH INFLUENCE, ; 

“During all these p tions on both sides 
the Queen of Great Britain and the States Gen- 
eral of the United Provinces offered their advice
